HARRIS WILL STUMP STATE FOR SELF 
OR WHITE PRIMARY CANDIDATE 


AUGUSTA, April 9—Speaker Roy Harris Tuesday denied 
reports, current both here and in Atlanta, that he would man- 
age the gubernatorial campaign of his onetime political enemy, 
Eugene Talmadge. 

“I have never discussed—with Talmadge or anybody else— 
the possibility of my supporting them for Governor,” Harris de- 
clared. “I intend to stump the state in the Governor’s race— 
either as a candidate or speaking for a candidate pledged to pre- 
serve the white primary now. 

Harris reiterated his call for a special session of the General 
Assembly to enact legislation to prevent Negroes from voting 
in Democratic primaries and expressed the belief this would be 
done as soon as next week’s Richmond County primary is over 
and he has time to put some more work on it. Harris claims to 
have pledges from 102 House members to support the extra ses- 
sion call but admits thus far he has favorable responses from 
only 15 Senators. 

“Had I not disagreed with Ellis Arnall on his plans to let 
the Negro vote, I would be his candidate for Governor today,” 
Harris told a meeting of Cracker Party Veterans here last night. 
“The Negro vote is the only issue in this race and our victory 
here will serve as a springboard for a special session of the 
Legislature and the return of the white primary.”

WASHINGTON, April 9—()— 
Government officials told a 
Bakers’ and Millers’ conference 
Tuesday that bread and flour ra- 
tioning is out of the question, de- 
spite current wheat shortages. 


C. C. Farrington, Director of the 
Agriculture Department’s Grain 
Branch, said it would be impossi- 
ble to print ration books and re- 
assemble local ration boards in 
time to help meet the emergency. 

Industry spokesmen declared 
the nation’s flour bins may be 
virtually empty within 60 days. 
They advocated raising the price 
of wheat upwards of 35 cents a 
bushel. 

Undersecretary of Agriculture

“I feel confident,” 
“that we will get the wheat off 
the farms if it is there. But I don’t 
know whether there is enough re- 
maining to meet both domestic re- 
quirements and export commit- 
ments.”

GBI investigators and Sheriff 
Benton have never revealed a defi- 
nite motive for the slaying. No 
evidence has been brought to light 
that the girl was criminally as- 
saulted before being submerged 
in the water hole. 

Mann, whose home is only three- 
quarters of a mile from the scene 
of the crime, was taken into cus- 
tody by Sheriff Benton soon after 
the body was discovered last week. 
The sheriff said Mann admitted 
being with the girl the night be- 
fore she was reported missing, but 
at first denied the slaying.

tioned Mann at length in Coving- 
ton and later brought him to Ful- 
ton Tower. He was questioned at 
the State Patrol] headquarters yes- 
terday, where the statement was 
signed, and then transferred back 
to Covington.

| Erosion is the enemy of the riv- 
er, just as it is the enemy of the 
land. Land of the hillsides, wash- 
ing away, fills in the channels, 
broadens the river into shallows, 
destroys the river as a highway 
for man. Then, to make it a high- 
way again, he has to come along 
and deepen and straighten by 
dredging, and hold back the water 
with dams, arti divert its course 
by jetties. 


| The Chattahoochee has been a 


useful river. A hundred years ago 
the first packet started running be- 
tween Columbus and Florida ports. 
Before the War Between the 
States, it was a great artery for 
traffic. Stern-wheelers and side- 
'wheelers brought up the river sea- 
food and lumber, and wine and 
‘whiskey that French barques had 
'dropped at Gulf ports for Colum- 
‘bus, They took back cloth, turpen- 
'tine, fertilizer, and beekeepers’ 
| supplies. It was a busy river dur- 
ing the War with the North, haul- 
ing cannon down from the Colum- 
bus iron Works. . 


In the 1880s it was at its peak, | 


hauling cotton and lumber. The 


‘Laphams of Columbus ran a fleet | 


of boats. The Callahans of Bain- 
bridge came along about the turn 
of the century, running a big fleet 
‘on the Flint and Chattahoochee to 
the Gulf. In the years before 


World War I, W. C. Bradley, of Co- | 


lumbus, had the Three States, the 


City of Eufaula, and many other | 


boats on the river. But the old 
days were going fast. The truck 
was beginning to compete, and the 
river was filling in. Generation 
after generation had let the land 
‘along the watershed wash away 
and the river was filling in. Deep 
channels filled in to 18 or 20 inc&- 
‘es. Even the old stern-wheelers 
couldn't get over. 


By 1923 the hulks of the old 
paddle-wheelers — some wrecked, 
some burned — marked the river 
and all that moved on it was an 
occasional charter-boat, carrying 
icnickers, a few sand-and-gravel 

ats on the lower river, and a 
pulp-wood barge now and then. 
Sporadic efforts were made to get 
boats running at a profit again. 
None lasted long, but the river 
was not forgotten. Columbus folks,

backed by Atlanta, which also 
dreams of dams and locks that 
will bring a nine-foot channel to 
her back door, dinned the Chatta- 


hoochee’s story into the ears of 


Congressmen. 

In 1939, after J. W. Woodruff, of 
Columbus, foremost apostle of the 
river project, had sent a delegation 
from the two towns to Washington 
in a chartered Pullman, the Apa- 
ilachicola-to-Columbus part of the 
project was approved. But the bill 
‘appropriating the money was ta- 
‘bled in 1941 when the war came 
‘along. Now it is back for consid- 
— again—a 70-million-dollar 
job.

A Little 
Touch of Murder 


A little more than 50 years ago Henry Wood- 
fin Grady made a speech. He spoke eloquently 
of the cotton plant: 

“What a royal plant it is! 

“The world waits in attendance on its growth: . 

“The shower that falls whispering on its leaves is heard around 
the earth: 

“The sun that shines on it is tempered by the prayers of all 
people. 

“The frost that chills it and the dew that descends from the 
stars is noted, and the trespass of a little worm on its green leaf 
is more to England than the advance of the Prussian Army on her 
Asian outposts. 

“It is the heritage that God gave to this people forever as their 
own when He arched our skies, established our mountains, girt us 
about with the ocean, loosed the breezes, tempered the sunshine, and 
measured the rain! 

“Ours and our children’s forever!” 

Fifty years have passed. The boll weevil has come. Yet the 
trespass of a little worm on its green leaves or the weevil in the 
boll is no longer noted in Britain. 

No longer does Southern cotton compel the allegiance of the 
world. No longer does it wring tribute from every nation on earth. 
No longer is it ours and our children's forever. 

Half a century ago cotton was a Southern monopoly. 

Not even the men of great vision in that time, not even Henry 
Grady of one school, and Tom Watson of another, could foresee 
King Cotton with its hat in its hand and patches on its pants, living 


on government subsidies. 

Murder Soon cotton will be green in the fields. By midsummer 
bolls will be opening. By autumn you may look from 

your car window and see fields of its white from Tennessee to Texas 

and on westward. 

Men will toil and curse over it. 

Patient women will go into the fields, sweating and working at 
the heavy, back-breaking task of chopping it. 

Then will come the time for picking. There will not be enough 
hands. The work is hard. The pay is of necessity so out of line 
with other compensations. It will not all get picked. 

Riding north in January, the Northern tourists will see the fields 
still offering their whiteness in the sun or the silver of moonlight 
and will say. out of vast ignorance, ‘“‘Those lazy Southerners didn’t 
even pick all their cotton.” 

In addition, it looks as if the statesmen of King Cotton’s court 
are trying to murder him, or drive him to suicide. 


° : One could not but wonder at the furious assault 
Isolationist on Chester Bowles, of the OPA, who checked 
manipulation in cotton prices. It was an act in interest of the 
general welfare. Certainly it was an act in behalf of the cotton 
farmer and the cotton regions. 

Cotton and those who grow it and process it cannot be isolated 
from the rest of the nation. 


Bales Total supply of American cotton in 1945 was more than 
21,000,000 bales, including a carry-over of 12,400,000 
bales and production of 8,900,000 bales. 

Our mills are consuming cotton at a rate of between 9,000,000 
and 10,000,000 bales a year, only a little more than the average 
annual production. 

Their profits, according to the report of April 3 to the President 
and the Senate and the House of Representatives, by War Mobili- 
zation and Reconversion Director John W. Snyder, was ‘‘more than 
900 percent above the 1936-39 average ... despite the fact total 
production was only five percent greater than in 1939.” 

(It was this report which gave new life to the 65-cent minimum 
wage bill which most affects textile mills.. 


Foreign Meanwhile, production of foreign cotton has increased 
to a larger extent than our production has decreased. 
Fifty years ago we exported almost all the world’s supply. A 

relatively short time ago we were exporting 5,600,000 bales a year— 

about half the world’s need. In 1940 this amount was cut in half 
and now has all but vanished. 

The world carry-over—outside the United States—has almost 
doubled. 

It 1s now available to former customers at less than half the 
price of our cotton. Middling spot cotton has been pushing 30 cents. 


The world price is about 13 cents. 

Fibers A check reveals that cotton at 25 cents a pound is well 
above the average price of rayon. It is disputed, but the 

cold fact remains that rayon is believed. preferable for certain fabri- 

cations. It has been substituted in 16 percent of tire fabrics, where 

once cotton held monopoly. 

Time was when it took 160 hours of labor to produce a bale. 
Now four-row tractors, flame cultivators, mechanical pickers and 
other inventions reduce it to 28 hours. 

We could—by our superiority in that field—fight and regain our 
dominance and compete on even terms. 

But cotton’s statesmen apparently want)to kill their king.

Does anybody,-in these days of automotive 
travel, indulge in long walks, or hikes, just for 
the fun of pedestrianism?

Thinks Party 
System Failing 


Most people think our country 
fortunate. Providence has al- 
ways seemed to pull us out of the 
hole. Yet now, when we face 
some of the gravest dangers in 
our history, the government on 
which we all depend for our se- 
curity seems unable to function. 


It fails because our system of 
“government by party” is failing. 


To most people, government by 
party means only that the party 
winning the election is entitled 
to the spoils—that its members 
will get all the jobs. 


(Actually, if we assume that of- 
fice holders are capable of doing 
the work required of them, there 
are few who could not get more 
pay in private employment.) 

Government by party, essential 
in a free land, means only that 
the party trusted with responsi- 
bility must also have the authori- 
ty to get things done, and thus can 
be held responsible for failure 
and kicked out at the next elec- 
tion. 


It would be silly to select a 
foreman and hold him responsible 
for output, yet deny him authori- 
ty to enforce his orders. It would 
be foolish to make a man presi- 
dent of an industry, and permit 
the directors to meddle and inter- 
fere with his plans, and give him 
no authority to get things done. 


When, for brief periods, we 
have had a Republican President 
and a Democratic Congress, or 
vice versa, government almost 
ceased to function. Since each 
side could blame the other, and 
thus evade responsibility, neither 
would give in or compromise for 
the welfare of the nation. It 
made our system look foolish. 


The party trusted in office must 
have the power to enact its pro- 
gram into law, and thus be made 
clearly responsible for success or 
failure. Therefore party mem- 
bers should work together as a 
team, and none has the right to 
oppose a party measure unless it 
violates his private convictions. 


Mr. Truman should say to Sen- 
ators and Representatives of his 
party: “We are the trusted lead- 
ers of the majority party. Some 


of you cry for ‘strong leadership,’ 
as though you fear responsibility, 
but we must not take counsel of 
fear. I suggest the measures I be- 
lieve necessary, but I will not 
use ‘pressure’ to have them en- 
acted. If you cannot approve the 
measures I suggest, then work 
out a wiser program of your own 
and enact it into law. . Mere ob- 
struction is inexcusable folly. 
Every man trusted with power, 
and thus made responsible for 
the nation’s security, is in honor 
obligated in these dread times to 
do his utmost to serve our nation 
and mankind. If for any reason 
we fail to act, we shall stand 
condemned before the bar of his- 
tory.”

This matter of tossing a $10,000,000 obligation to the next ad- 
ministration as the present administration dies is an even more 
controlling factor than the ability of Gov. Arnall to raise the money 
himself to increase teachers’ salaries 50 percent. The Gevernor 
says he hasn’t got the money to do this at present, but that he will 
hand the teachers some help when and if surplus funds become 
available. It is not out of the question for the administration to 
obtain sufficient funds to raise teachers 50 percent and pay for it 
during the remainder of this lame duck administration. 

The teachers are asking for the increase to become effective 
in September, so it would cost only a little more than $3,000,000 to 
finish out the Arnall Administration. But, even if the money were 
in hand, the Chief Executive apparently has no intention at present 
of putting the next Administration—regardless of who is Gov- 
ernor—on a $10,000,000 spot. Arnall recalls the spot on which he 
was placed when Gov. Talmadge hiked teachers’ pay after being 
defeated for re-election, and the youthful Governor had to raise 
the money to pay their first checks. 


’ If Arnall gives the teachers more 
Don't Want Bonus money, he probably plans to do it in 
the form of a “bonus,” as he has before. When he had a little sur- 
plus last year and didn’t know whether he would have such good 
tax collections for the next year, Arnall didn’t raise teachers’ 
salaries—he gave them a bonus of a couple of months’ pay. That 
didn’t obligate him to keep it up. This January, when teachers 
asked for a 50 percent raise, the Arnall Administration handed 
them a bonus of a third month’s pay, in reality paying them for 
12 months for nine months’ work, 

While bonuses are handy to have in the pocketbook, school 
teachers today are more interested in having their salaries frozen 
at living wage figures than in receiving hand-outs from surplus 
funds. The Governor has indicated he might have some extra money 
in July, after closing of the fiscal year. Rightly enough, he doesn't 
want to junk the expansion programs in public health, welfare and 
highways—which are in critical condition today—to turn over all 
the State’s money to teachers. Operating a well-balanced program 
on a cash basis, it is the Governor's idea to meet the obligations 
of the present fiscal year and then hand the teachers the “green- 
back” he has in hand—instead of promises of a raise next fall. 

: You would think the teachers would prefer 
Legislative Spot money-in-hand to promises. Here is the rea- 
son Georgia Education Association leaders say teachers prefer the 
promise today to the cash in July: They feel they can trust Arnall 
to carry out his promises, and they. want the legislative races to 
be run on a school platform. Many counties already are electing 
legislators. The teachers want to put their Representatives and 
Senators for next January’s session on record now—before electing 
them—as to whether they will continue the proposed pay raise. 

Arnall thinks the pay hike would be a political gesture that 
would backfire. Teachers hired at good salaries in September 
would bless Arnall for the increase, But if the next Administration 
slashed their pay because of inability to meet the cost, these teach- 
ers would denounce Arnall for entrapping them to sign a year's 
contract, the Governor fears. He thinks he should pay-his teachers 
in cash and bonuses and let the next Administration hike their 
salaries if it nas the money. 

GEA leaders disagree with the Governor on this. They say 
Arnall could go down in history as a great educational Governor— 
even greater than he is today—if he took steps toward “per- 
manently” improving the teachers’ salaries. The bonuses have 
helped only during the Arnall administration. If he froze the pay 
higher, he would set the standafd of living upwards and place the 
responsibility on future Administrations to maintain it. GEA lead- 
ers say teachers don’t think Arnall should concern himself with 
whether future Administrations can maintain the pay scale. His 
responsibility would be to meet it until Dec. 31, 1946. Then, the 
teachers will put the responsibility on the next Administration, as 
they already want to do by running the legislative and guberna- 
torial races this summer on a school platform.

Bob Hannegan 
Needs Diluting 


Edward H. Crump, of Tennes- 
see, was right when he remarked 
during the Pauley purification 
rites that no one should be Post- 
master General and Chairman of 
a National Committee at the same 
time. He was talking about Rob- 
ert E. Hannegan of his own party 
who certainly was no great shakes 
as National Chairman during the 
1944 campaign. 

“Tradition” is a wonderful thing. 
Many believe that it is customary 
for the National Chairman of the 
party in power to be Postmaster 
General. The fact is, however, 
that this co-called custom is a par- 
venu upstart. The first man to 
hold both posts was George B. Cor- 
telyou under President Theodore 
Roosevelt. The incident was not 
repeated until Franklin D. Roose- 
velt appointed James A. Farley, 
National Chairman, to be Postmas- 
ter General. Then Frank C. Walk- 
er, already a member of the Cabi- 
net, became National Chairman 
as a stopgap. He continued as 
Postmaster General into the fourth 
term, although Hannegan, the 
ward politician from St. Louis, had 
become Chairman of the National 
Committee. 


IT IS significant that Roosevelt 
did not name Mr. Hannegan to 
his Cabinet. It remained for Pres- 
ident Truman to prove how much 
he wanted the Roosevelt Cabinet 
‘to continue by pushing the compe- 
|tent Mr. Walker out and installing 
'Mr. Hannegan as Postmaster Gen- 
eral. Of those who doubled up, 
at least briefly, in the two jobs— 
Cortelyou, Farley, Walker and 
Hannegan—the last named was 
the least qualified for either posi- 
tion. 

If President Truman possessed 
recognized qualities of leadership, 
Hannegan would not be doing him 
so much harm. A too complacent 
President and a too assertive 
Chairman make a poor combina- 
tion. They do not inspire. the 
country with confidence. Hanne- 
gan is not one to hide his light 
under a bushel. He prefers to put 
‘it in front of a reflector. Appar- 
‘ently he wants everyone to believe 
‘that his is the hand that dishes out 
the patronage and distributes the 
favors of the administ: ation. 

He has even usurped the right 
to set up a “brain trust” to deter- 
mine what the administration’s 
policies should be. It is Mr. Han- 
negan who tells members of Con- 
gress how they should vote and 
how they should not vote, nor does 
he tell them in muted tones. It 
was he who tried to bludgeon 
through the Senate the confirma- 
tion of Edwin W. Pauley for Un- 
dersecretary of the Navy when his 
stubborn adherence to proved er- 
lror could no nothing but damage

Why Draft Is 
still Necessary 


The most thoroughly unpopular 
item on the Administration’s leg- 
islative program probably is the 
extension of the Selective Service 
Act. Hardly a member of Con- 
gress would vote for it if urgent 
necessity could not be proved. 
During the winter months, many 
conscientious members led them- 
selves to believe that voluntary en- 
listments would obviate the ne- 
cessity. But the facts indicate 
that there is no other means of 
assuring that the Army will have 
the manpower it needs during the 
coming 18 months. 


The War Department has asked 
for an extension of one year, 
until May 15, 1947. It would set- 
tle for an extension of 10 months. 
Anything less than that, it be 
lieves, would be dangerous. 


THE ARMY’S voluntary cam- 
paign got off to a brisk start last 
fall. But since November, volun- 
tary enlistments have fallen 
month by month. For March, ac- 
cording to preliminary figures, it 
was less than 75,000. Through- 
out this campaign half or more of 
the enlistments have been short- 
term; for one year or 18 months. 
The one-year enlistments are by 
draftees who already have served 
six months or more. By enlist- 
ing ‘they can set a definite limit 
to their service. As draftees they 
might have to serve two years or 
more—although if Selective Serv- 
ice is renewed, the Army expects 
to discharge all draftees at the 
end of 18 months of service. The 
present 18-month voluntary re- 
cruits come chiefly from the ranks 
of men who would otherwise be 
drafted. 


Thus approximately half of the 
voluntary enlistments in the Army 
since V-J Day may be attributed 
to the existence of Selective Serv- 
ice. And those are the short-term 
enlistments, for which replace- 
ments will begin to be necessary in 
October of this year. 

The War Department _ esti- 
mates that, if Selective Service is 
allowed to expire, it may be able 
to recruit 30,000 men per month 
during the rest of 1946 and 20,000 
men per month during 1947. In 
some quarters these estimates 
are considered too optimistic. But 
even if this schedule were to be 
met, the Army would soon begin 
to fall short of its minimum re- 
quirements, and would have a 
serious manpower deficit by the 
middle of 1947. 


IF SELECTIVE Service is con- 
tinued, however, these longer term 
enlistments will be supplemented 
by short-term enlistments. The 20 
percent pay increase recommended 
by the War Department would 
also help to maintain or increase 
the flow of enlistments. -The pay 
increase and the renewal of Selec- 
tive Service, together, might well 
mean that very few men would 
actually have to be drafted. But 
the Army does not believe that 


the pay increase alone would suf- 
fice, if the ‘pressure to enlist, 
which is created by the existence | 
of Selective Service, were re- 
moved. 

The Army’s estimates of its man- 
power needs have been pared 
close to the bone. They stand at 
1,550,000 on July 1, 1946, and 
scale down to 1,070,000 on July 1, | 
1947. The totals, in each instance, | 
include 400,000 for the Air Force. | 
Thus the ground and_ée£ service 
forces would shrink from 1,150,000 | 
in July of this year to 670,000 in| 
July, 1947. That is close to the | 
minimum required so long as we’ 
have to maintain armies of occu- | 
pation abroad. 


ALL OF these estimates, it can- | 
not be overemphasized, are based | 
on very favorable assumptions. 
They assume that the occupation | 
of ex-enemy countries will be. 
peaceful, and that Allied troops’ 
will replace some American troops | 
in Japan. They assume that our| 
occupation forces will continue to | 
use prisoners of war and foreign | 
nationals, that surplus property | 
abroad will be disposed of prompt- | 
ly, that peace treaties will be| 
signed, and that there will be no 
new serious threat to the peace. 

The War Department, however, | 
is willing to rest ‘ts case for the 
extension of Selective Service for | 
another year on very favorable as-| 
sumptions about progress in or-| 
ganizing the peace. For it can see) 
no other way of being sure that| 
it will have the minimum number | 
of men it needs for its minimum | 
tasks during the next 18 months. 
The duty thus placed upon Con- 
gress is unpleasant, but it cannot | 
be evaded without risks too grave 
for conscientious men to take.

Arnall Pushes 
Forward

WASHINGTON—Progress 
comes slowly, as slow as molasses 
on a cold morning, as they say 
down South. 

Then, suddenly, something hap- 
pens. Some figure bolder than 
average speaks or acts. The tide 
turns sharply. 

Something like that is indi- 
cated—though it’s too early to tell 
conclusively—in the appeal of 
young Gov. Arnall, of Georgla, to 
the people of his state to accept as 
good citizens the court decisions 
nullifying the ‘white primary” and 
authorizing Negroes to vote in pri- 
mary elections. 

He went further. 


He announced 


he would be no party to any sub-j. 


terfuge to get around the court 
decision, such as some Southern 
states have done in the past. Nor 
would he call the legislature into 
extra session to do away with the 
primary system. 


THIS big pebble he has dropped 
into the pool, on top of others 
for electoral reform during his 
career as Governor, undoubtedly 
will send waves all through the 
South. It may be the beginning 
of a gradual extension of the fran- 
chise to Negroes that will, in time, 
change the nature and course of 
Southern politics. 
fect national politics, for national 


politics is now deeply influenced | 


by Southern politics. 

Ask President Truman. He 
knows. He has felt full force the 
domination of Congress by South- 
ern conservatives, elected by a re- 
stricted suffrage, almost a selected 
suffrage, who have joined a coali- 
tion with Republicans to block his 
legislative program. 

Georgia’s “white primary” was 
ruled unconstitutional in a series 
of legal steps that began some 
time ago with a test case. The 
lower Federal court in Georgia 
held the “white primary” law un- 
constitutional. This decision was 
upheld by the Fifth Circuit Court 
of Appeals at New Orleans, and 
the Supreme Court declined to re- 
view the case, which made the 
decision final. 

The Supreme Court already had 
ruled four years ‘ago in the case 
of Texas, holding its “white pri- 
mary” law unconstitutional. This 
stirred up a ferment in the South. 
The usual search for dodges and 
subterfuges started. In Georgia 
some agencies of public opinion 
began, conversely, to move in a 
positive rather than a negative di- 
rection. A few newspapers came 
out openly for Negro voting in 
primaries. 


EDITORS in these cases waited 
for the storm to break over their 
heads. But no storm broke. No 
ringing of telephones with angry 
voices at the other end. Instead, 
in fact, many congratulatory calls 
from white citizens. 

Georgia has been conditioned to 
reform during Gov. Arnall’s ad- 
ministration in other ways, includ- 
ing repeal of the poll tax as a pre- 
requisite to voting, and lowering 
of the voting age to 18 years, now 
approved also by President Tru- 
man. 

Another step forward was ta- 
ken recently in the special elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy in the 
house in the Fifth Congressional 
District which includes Atlanta. 
Because it was a general election, 
not a primary, Negroes could vote 
legally. Some few Negroes usual- 
ly vote in general elections, but 
not many. 

In this case nearly a thousand 
Negroes voted in one Atlanta 
ward, and this supplied the mar- 
gin of victory for Mrs. Helen 
Douglas Mankin, Georgia’s first 
woman member of the House. The 
Supreme Court refusal to review, 
clinching the decision of the lower 
courts, followed along afterward. 
Now Gov. Arnall has given the 
movement another push.

To Unify Armed. 
Forces and Defense Agencies 


By WILLIAM R. SPEAR 


| It would centralize agencies 
\which dealt separately during the 
'war with such things as manpow- 
er, materials, and production. And 
it would set up a single intelli- 
‘gence agency. 

A Senate Military Subcommit- 
tee which drafted the bill, de- 
signed to carry out President Tru- 
‘man’s proposals for unifying the 
services, submitted it to the full 
‘committee and to the public. 


It would create a single “De- 
partment of Common Defense”’ in- 
stead of the present War and Navy 
Departments and establish under 
it, as “separate and co-ordinate 


“the United States Air Force’— 
all as the President recommended. 

But going even farther, it would 
create a “Council of Common De- 


jifense,” composed of the President, 


the Secretary of State, the Secre- 
tary of Defense, and the chairman 
of a new “National Security Re- 
sources Board.” The council would 
have a regular staff headed by a 
$12,000 a year “Executive Secre- 
tary” as sort of general manager. 
It would co-ordinate foreign pol- 
icy and military planning—in the 
language of the bill, “Assess and 
appraise the objectives, commit- 
ments and risks of the United 
States in relation to our actual 
‘and potential military power.” 
It also would “bring into com- 


what the Subcommittee 
“conflicts, duplications, delays and 
waste which marred an otherwise 
outstanding war record.” 

The Council would report year- 
ly to the President and Congress 
“in such detail as is not inconsist- 


— lent with national security.” 


Under the Council would be two 
new independent government 
agencies: 

1. A “central intelligence agen- 
cy.” It would “correlate and 
evaluate” foreign intelligence gath- 
ered by the Army, Navy, State 
Department or any other govern- 
ment agency and disseminate it 
to the government. It also could 
gather intelligence on its own. 
The bill specifies, however, that 
it “shall have no police, subpoena, 
law enforcement or internal se- 
curity powers or functions.”

When a call was 
made for a volunteer organist, Lt. 
Adams, of Butler, Ga., responded 
and served in that capacity. 

On the second Sunday, Bishop 
Moore was asked to address the 
entire shipload of 3,000 persons 
over a loud speaker system. His 
talk was on China. 

Bishop Moore preached two ser- 
mons on the first Sunday after his 
arrival in Korea.
